Rumors and fears of a forth- 


coming general throttling of Ger- 
man imports through restrictions on 
foreign exchange brought an an- 
nouncement from the Government 
that “until further notice’’ the pur- 
chase of foreign currencies by“le- 
gitimate import and export firms 
would be unrestricted. 

Importers, however, will be ex- 
pected “to exercise restraint” in re- 
gard to foreign luxury articles in 
view of the economic situation and 
will be required to submit periodic- 
ally reports of all business involv- 
ing foreign exchange. 

Pressure Not Explained. 

The announcement did not make 
clear just what, if any, pressure 
was likely to be exerted on firms 
whose reports show they failed to 
“exercise restraint.” 

Semi-officially it was explained 
that the only reason for requiring 
reports was to disclose any at- 
tempts to export capital under the 
guise of paying for imports, Thus 
the importer whose report showed 
he bought three times as much for- 
eign currency during August, 1931, 
as he did during August, 1930, 
would be called upon to explain. 

In other words the Government 
wants to prevent a flight of capital 
without at the same time appear- 
ing to be raising new tariff walls 
against foreign products, it was de- 
clared. +i 

The question. was raised whether 
voluntary “restraint’’ enjoined on 
importers would have the same 
practical effect as a tariff rise. Tt 
was pointed out this would be diffi- 
cult to decide even if imports drop- 
ped, for the luxury trade in Ger- 
many was hard hit by the financial 
crisis of the last few weeks. 

Important Vote Tomorrow. 

While Chancellor Bruening and 
Foreign Minister Curtius are speed- 
ing homeward tomorrow from their 
exchange of courtesies with Pre- 
mier Mussolini in Rome, a tug-of- 
war with disquieting possibilities 
will be in progress between the 
middle parties and the extremists 
at home.

Harry P. Mammen, Missing 
Since Wednesday, Is Dis- 
covered by Searching Par- 
ty in Patch of Timber. 


CORONER UNDECIDED 
ON HOLDING INQUEST 


Glass Containing Crystal- 
line Substance Near Body 
—He Had Been Worried 


Over Finances. 


The body of Harry P. Mammen, 
promoter and former president of 
Parks Air College, who had been 
missing since Wednesday after- 
noon, was found last night in a 
patch of woods three miles east of 


Gray Summit, about 35 miles west 
of St. Louis, on State Highway 66. 
The body was lying outstretched 
under a tree, a straw hat over the 
face, while at the feet lay a small 
soft-drink bottle containing a small 
quantity of water, and a drinking 
glass in which there was a crystal- 
line substance. 
Coroner Shaffer of Franklin 
County, who examined the body an 
hour after it was discovered, stated 
he would decide later whether an 
inquest would be held. Under the 
law, he said, the Coroner may view 
a body, talk to witnesses and if he 
is satisfied as to the cause of death, 
may dispense with the formality 
of an inquest. Coroner Shaffer de- 
clined to state his opinion con- 
cerning the manner of death pend- 
ing a further investigation, 

Found by Searching Party. 
Mammen’s body was about one- 
third of a mile south of the high- 
way, on a spot almost directly in 
line with where his $5000 roadster 
had been abandoned two days be- 
fore. Guided by the location of the 
car, a searching party, led by 
Prosecuting Attorney Anton A. 
Tibbe of Franklin County, searched 
the woods on both sides of the 
road for two hours before the dis- 
covery was made. 
Two other searching parties had 
been over the same ground earlier, 
one yesterday afternoon and the 
other, night before last. Searchers 
at least twice had passed within 
50 feet of the body without seeing 
it. 
Last night's searching party was 
formed at the request of Mam- 
men’s brother, Ernest, and a broth- 
er-in-law, Milton Bowen, president 
of the American Metal Products 
Co., with which Harry Mammen 
had been affiliated since selling 
his interest in Parks Air College 
in December, 1929. 
Bowen and Ernest Mammen 
conferred with Sheriff Gehlert at 
Union yesterday afternoon and 
asked for a searching party. After 
a conference Prosecuting Attorney 
Tibbe volunteered to organize the 
searchers. 

Worried Over Finances, 

It was explained to the Prose- 
cutor that no fear was felt con- 
cerning Mammen until his car was 
discovered deserted. It was the 
promoter’s custom to start with- 
out warning and drive to points as 
far away as Denver and Boston, 
giving his family first notification 
of the trip upon arrival, a friend 
said. 
Although they searched diligent- 
ly through the heat, Bowen and 


Mammen, who was 50 years old, 
had been worried about his finan- 
cial conditions and had been ill for 
some time. He is survived by his 
widow and an 11-year-old son, who 
reside at 7405 Maryland avenue, 
Clayton. 

The funeral will be held Monday 
at 8:30 a. m., at the Lupton mor- 
tuary, 4449 Olive street, with burial 
in Bloomington, III.

Both 
he and Curtius were particularly 
gratified, they said, to have found 
the Italian statesmen in hearty ac- 
cord with their point of view re- 
garding disarmament. 
There has been some feeling

“There has been no reserve on 
either side,” said the Chancellor,

TROMSOE TOMORROW 


Wilkins Plans to Take on Fuel 
Quickly and Leave for 
Spitzbergen Monday.

TILUS, ENROUTE TO TROMSOE, 
Norway, Aug. 7.—The Nautilus 
made good time against head winds 
and choppy seas today and we 
should be in Tromsoe, first of our 
two refueling stops enroute to the 


Arctic and North Pole, by Sunday 
morning. 

We plan to remain in Tromsoe 
only long enough to take on the 
fuel, leaving for Spitzbergen Mon- 
day night.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8&.—The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue has 


ordered an abatement of $455,545 
in the estate tax assessed against 
the estate of Henry W. Peters, of 
which the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. of St. Louis is the executor. 
This results from the allowance 
of a credit for State inheritance tax 
bean, after the filing of the Fed- 
eral estate tax return. 

When an estate is subject to tax- 
ation under State laws, the Federal 
statutes permit a deduction on that 
account, not to exceed 80 per cent 
of the Federal tax. 

For the same reason, an abate- 
ment of $35,811 has been granted 
on the estate of Walter W. Candy, 
of which Joseph W. Lewis and 
others of St. Louis are the exe- 
cutors.

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DOHERTY AND THE JOURNAL-POST. 


| Henry L. Doherty, head of the Cities Service Co., 
jad the Kansas City Journal-Post a disservice when 
he purchased a half interest in it. Mr. Doherty, who 
is engaged in a gas rate war with the Governor of 
Kansas and the Kansas City Star, will act as special 
contributing editor, with the right to have published 
‘as editorials anything he thinks proper; likewise, to 
/purchase advertising space. The Journal-Post is to 
‘remain in control of the Dickey heirs, since it is stip- 
‘wlated that 10 per cent of Doherty’s stock cannot be 
voted. The Dickey heirs reserve the right to express 
opinions contrary to those of their new partner. 

| Such an arrangement is unique in journalism. It 
‘will make the Journal-Post a mouthpiece for public 
‘utility propaganda and, even if this propaganda is 
‘counteracted by opposing views in adjacent columns, 
| the effect will be to give special pleading a preferred 
'place in a daily newspaper. Mr. Doherty is not in- 
terested in journalism except to promote the interests 
of his billion-dollar Cities Service Co. and to gain a 
point of vantage from which he can attack the Kansas 
City Star. Mr. Doherty is wrong, however, if he 
thinks the rostrum he has purchased will put him 
on an even footing with the Star. The public may be 
expected to differentiate between a newspaper which 
for 50 years has engaged in a high grade of public 
service and the effusions of a public utilities magnate. 

In an effort to infuse their propaganda into the 
press, the power magnates some years ago embarked 
on a large-scale campaign of newspaper buying. 
After the details were thoroughly aired in an investi- 
gation by the Federal Trade Commission, the power 
magnates disposed of most of their holdings. While 
the arrangement was secret, or not widely understood, 
it was of value, but the publicity it got was so dam- 
aging that the effort to subsidize the press was aban- 
doned. Mr. Doherty evidently has learned nothing 
from the incident. 

In his fight with the Kansas City Star, Mr. Doherty 
has not been denied the right to forum, even in that 
newspaper. The Star has published Mr. Doherty’s 
statements in the course of printing the news, even 
though some of them were expressly designed to in- 
jure the Star and undermine its standing in the com- 
munity. Under all the circumstances, it is our opinion 
that Mr. Doherty has made an unwise purchase 
and that the Dickey heirs have made an unwise 
sale. When propaganda is mixed with journalism, the 
result can only be damaging to the latter. 
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“TO SUSPICION.” 

As reported in the papers, the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, in reversing the conviction of 
Heber Nations and remanding the case for another 
trial, uses suspicion as an infinitive. Such usage, we 
are grieved to say, is not authorized by the diction- 
ary to which we have occasional recourse. Accord- 


ing to that admirable book, suspicion is a noun, ap- 
parently without desire or talent for poaching on any 
other part of speech. Yet Judge Kimbrough Stone, 
who wrote the opinion, is also a Bachelor of Letters 
and a Doctor of Laws, and as such must be presumed 
to be fully conversant with the attainments, predilec- 
tions, inclinations and whimsies of words. His whole 
training makes for that profound respect for author- 
ity which precludes esoteric adventurings or empir- 
ical flights. We cannot imagine him arbitrarily 
thrusting a noun into the role of a verb, notwith- 
standing Mr. Shakspeare indulged that conceit fre- 
quently, and got away with it, too. These remarks, 
however, should not be construed as a demurrer. 
What the Court says is so. Suspicion is now a fully 
legalized verb, and Judge Stone is one up on the 
dictionary. 
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THE GREATEST DIRIGIBLE. 

With the symbolic flutter of white pigeons loosed 
by Mrs. Hoover, christening of the super-dirigible 
Akron today gives this country the world’s greatest 
aircraft. It is a veritable flying battleship, actually 
150 feet longer than the navy’s largest vessel. With 
its 10,000-mile cruising range, its 84-mile-an-hour 
speed, its battery of high-powered guns, its tons of 
explosives, its complement of five fighting planes, 
the Akron is potentially a mighty instrument of de- 
struction. Yet the ship is not solely a costly play- 
thing of Mars; it has an important role in the de- 
velopment of air transport. By all present signs, the 
dirigible will be the future’s great vehicle of trans- 
oceanic freight and passenger service. From the ex- 
perience gained in building and operating the Akron, 
aeronautics is preparing itself for the era of sched; 
uled service across the seven seas. Already plans are 
making for dirigible lines across the Atlantic, to 
Hawaii, to South America, from Europe to India. 
Dirigibles have fallen victim to ghastly disasters 
in the past, and these have retarded their develop- 
ment. The Shenandoah, the Dixmude, the Italia, the 
R-101, ended their careers in tragedy. The causes of 
these catastrophes are known: sudden storm, light- 
ning, faulty airmanship, inflammable gas. New build- 
ing processes give the Akron’s duralumin girders 
strength to resist such a gale as wrecked the Shenan- 
doah, and already the Graf Zeppelin has proved that 
a dirigible can ride out a storm. Helium gas replaces 
the hazardous nitrogen, and a lightning arrester 
known as “Faraday’s cage” protects the Akron from 
that peril. Naval aeronauts have been trained on 
the Los Angeles for eight years and on numerous 
smaller craft to insure the utmost skill in operating 
the new ship. The Akron proves to be 19,000 pounds 
heavier than specifications, and the builders expect 
to remedy this fault in its forthcoming sister ship. 
Of major importance is the beginning of dirigible 
construction in this country. The Akron is the new 
industry’s first product, with prospects for greater 
air liners in the years to come. 
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SAD NEWS FROM WEST BRANCH. 
If the swimming hole at West Branch, Ia., was like 
most swimming holes, anybody can picture it. Down 
the mill hill and past the old cooper shop to the rail- 
road, and then through a triangular corn patch be- 
yond to a winding willow-lined stream—that, or some 
such route, was the well-worn trail of the town’s bare- 
footed boys on summer afternoons. That West Branch 
boys selected a little inlet, instead of following the 
popular custom of choosing a shady bend, makes no 
difference. Perhaps a slanting sycamore, designed 
especially for diving, leaned over the inlet, or per- 
haps the bank on one side was steep and clayey, 
ideal for sliding when sprinkled with creek water 
carried to the top ina battered bucket. Maybe part 
of the cove afforded a flat slope for undressing and 
those occasional interims when Fred and Joe and 
Tom and Herb put cornsilk to its intended use. Be 
that as it may, the boys of West Branch used the 
inlet, and from its hallowed shelter went up the 


holes. Diving for rocks, water fights, tag, mud daub- 
ing, chawing beet, cracking rocks ynder water and 
all the other accredited small town aquatic sports 
had their innings through the long afternoons. Now 
comes word that the West Branch swimming, hole 
has disappeared—dried up entirely. Our sincere hope 
is that President Hoover overlooked the item which 
bore the sad news. He has enough troubles these 
days without adding a sorrow like that. 
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TO LIVE AND LET LIVE. 
The high tariff boys have thought up a comeback 
which they evidently. regard as both clever and ef- 
fective. 
Whenever a Democratic Senator says an unkind 
word about the Hawley-Smoot tariff nowadays, the 
Republican National Committee rushes out a state- 
ment from somo Republican stalwart demanding a 
bill of particulars. Senator Robinson. declares for a 
downward revision of the tariff. Senator Watson 
thereupon issues a statement. “You must have in 
mind a definite program with regard to specific 
rates,” he sways. “I therefore ask you whether it 
is your intention to urge a reduction in the tariff 
rates on bauxite, on Kaolin or china clay, on casein, 
or rice or long staple cotton, on cattle and on veg- 
etable oils? If there are other items on which you 
would reduce tariff protection, I feel certain that 
those engaged in the production of the affected ma- 
terials would be pleased to have definite knowledge 
of your intention. Will you not succinctly state the 
particular items you intend to reduce downward? 
This is but fair to all parties.” 
Senator Dickinson of Iowa asked Senator Harrison 
of Mississippi whether he favored reducing rates on 
rayon, synthetic camphor, long staple cotton and 
naval stores. Senator Smoot, similarly curious, de- 
manded of Senator George of Georgia if the latter 
wished to cut the rates on casein, kaolin, sole leather, 
hides, jute and long staple cotton. “You have a)- 
leged that certain rates are too high,” he said. “If 
there is anything at all in the Democratic tariff ar- 
gument, name those rates.” 
Now Senator Hatfield of West Virginia has given 
Senator Connally of Texas an opportunity “to tell 
the country exactly and specifically what, in your 
opinion, is wrong with the tariff.” He has impishly 
inquired if Mr. Connally. would reduce the duties on 
casein, wool rags, hides, vegetable oils, cattle, dates, 
long staple cotton, grapes, olive oil, rayon and wool. 
These inquiries, of course, always relate to the 
products of the Democratic Senator’s own state, and 
are consequently intended to be very embarrassing 
to him. “You are in the same boat with us,” cry the 
high tariff boys. “You are tarred with the same 
brush. Are our ‘powerful constituents getting tariff 
graft? Well, so are yours. Have we voted for an 
uneconomical legislation to save our political necks? 
Well, so have the gentlemen on the other side of the 
aisle. It’s bad business, but it’s good politics, and 
we're all in it together. So we'd all better keep quiet.” 
Maybe the argument is clever, but we doubt if it 
will impress the American consumer who foots the 
bill. He is no more interested in the pet products 
of Democratic states than he is interested in the 
pet industries of Republican states. What he wants 
is to live and let live. 
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ENEMIES, MYTHICAL AND REAL. 

Friends of peace will find little to their liking in 
Secretary Adams’ statement of naval policy, the first 
to be issued in the Hoover administration. The new 
declaration puts the Government on record as being 
unsatisfied with anything except a navy second to 
none in the world. It advocates a fleet of warships 
kept continuously to the London treaty limit and 
capable of speedy increase in war time. Looking to- 
ward the mobilization of industry in the event of 
war, the order asks for an assessment of materials 
needed in a war emergency, and calls for the formu- 
lation and co-ordination of plans to that end. An- 
other section of the order makes provision for main- 
taining up to date plans for the acquisition and 
transformation of vessels of the merchant fleet by 
the navy upon the outbreak of war. Other parts of 
the order run in the same vein. The citizen who re- 
members the enthusiasm with which the administra- 
tion hailed the Briand-Kellogg pact and the recent 


conference will wonder why this talk of prospective 
war. Looking about him at actual enemies in the na- 
tion—unemployment, eviction, hunger—he cannot but 
marvel that a supposedly sincere Government can give 
so much attention to mythical enemies of the future. 
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THE LATEST IN AUTOMOBILE GADGETS. 
There have been all sorts of ideas for adding gayety 
to motor cars in the past few years, including bath- 
ing girls, suspended dolls, insignia of the Cardinals 
and so on. The latest springs from the fertile brain 
of Charles U. Beckér, Secretary of State, whose of- 
fice at Jefferson City distributes license plates. It is 
a neat little metal rectangle, designed to dangle from 
the plates, and on it is modestly inscribed, “Becker 
for Governor.” Now, if he could get someone to 
fashion a radiator cap with the figure of Charlie, 
armed cap a pie, stamping underfoot the wicked met- 
ropolitan press, wouldn’t that be somp’n? 
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A PROTEST BY EX-SOLDIERS. 

The feelings of many World War veterans over dis- 
closures of how high salaried employes of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau draw large disability pay are ex- 
pressed in a resolution of protest adopted by the 
American Legion post at Marion, Ind. These ex-sol- 
diers have been aroused by figures showing that 298 
employes of the bureau receive $1,160,865 annually in 
salaries and $546,809 in pensions. This system the 
post commander calls “unfair to the Government and 
to the taxpayers”, and there will be many to agree 
with him. Senator Reed of Peffnsylvania, who will in- 
troduce a bill in the next Congress seeking to remedy 
the evil, will present the resolution to Washington 
authorities, and the matter is expected to become an 
issue of the Legion at its next national convention. 

Veterans at Marion have reason to take issue with 
the system of caring for the interests of ex-soldiers, 
for a flagrant cxample of injustice occurred recently 
in their city. This was the ousting of Carl Marshell, 
a mental patient, from the Veterans’ Hospital there 
when it was discovered that he was an unnaturalized 
enemy alien, though he had served with the American 
forces in France. Marshell lost hospital and compen- 
sation rights because he was dischafged from the 
army before Nov. 11, 1918, for by law enemy alien 
soldiers must have remained in service until after 
that date to be entitled to compensation. Our Gov- 
ernment on the whole has been fair and generous

comotive, the example of the railroad 
will give us a clew to its proper treatment. 
It must have a related but independent road 
system of its own, and this system must be 
laid down to bring into use all the potential 
advantages of the automobile for both trans- 
portation and recreation. This means a kind 
of road that differs from .the orginal turn- 
pike, from the railroad and, above all, from 
the greater part of the existing automobile 
highways. One can perhaps characterize 
it best by calling it the townless highway, 
to denote its principal feature—the divorce 
of residence and transport. 

Following the existing network of roads, 
we have in past put through our highways 
from one large urban center to another. 
We all know the results. All the time that 
is saved in the country stretches is lost once 
the car enters the city streets. The bigger 
and more important the trunk road, the 
larger and more cluttered the town, the 
greater amount of time that is lost. 

Our cities sometimes make feeble at- 
tempts to accelerate through traffic by 
routing it off the main avenues. But the 
first principle of the townless highway goes 
a long step farther; it requires that the 
highway avoid passing through the town. 
The demand for this kind of planning has 
already come from the motorist and is being 
met by progressive highway engineers.

More than once this sort of plan has been 
opposed by near-sighted business men, 
against their own better interests. In at- 
tempting to ‘keep long-distance traffic on 
their own main street, they not merely con- 
gest avenues that are already congested, 
with tourists and travelers who are not in 
the mood for shopping, but they make ac- 
cess to their own district almost impossible 
to the local shopper—who would thereby 
be tempted to travel by train or motor to 
some larger center. 

If the passage of a trunk line highway 


‘through a town is against the best interests 


of the shopkeeper and merchant, what shall 
we say of its relation to the suburban cen- 
Here the case is 
even more emphatically against it. Already 
people are demanding to be rid of the end- 
less stream of gasoline locémotives that pass 
under domestic windows—the private loco- 
motive, pleasure car or truck, with its hum, 
its dust, its exhaust, its constant threat to 
the lives of little children who have for the 
moment escaped the eye of their: mothers 
and nurses, to say nothing of grown adults, 
confronted by much greater hazards on the 
peaceful highway than the bold highway- 
men who terrorized the Pony Express. The 
demand for relief hag been increasing. 

In the days of the horse and buggy, the 
highroad served as company. As the cart 
or carriage joggled by, the farmer in the 
field or the housewife on her porch could 
hail it; the horse would stop almost of his 
own accord, and a chat would follow, But 
once the country road becomes a main high- 
way, filled with fast traffic a good part of 
the day and even of the night, when the 
cars themselves are driven mostly by 
strangers, not neighbors, the whole situa- 
tion is changed. The road ceases to be 
a symbol of sociabjlity; it becomes very 
largely a curse. Living on a trunk motor 


road is like living on the railroad. More 
and more the sensible property owner is 
shying off the wide and handsome highway. 
He wants to travel on it, not to settle there. 

Not merely must the motor road make up 
an independent system which by-passes the 
existing towns; it must be provided with 
enough land on both sides of the road to 
insulate it from the surrounding area, 
whether rural or urban. This would perhaps 
do away with that early speculation in 
suburban and bungalow sites along miain 
highways which now encourages slum de- 
velopment and leads to an early deteriora- 
tion of the rural quality of the environment, 
But perhaps the most important and feasible 
means is the acquisition by purchase of a 
rural strip on each side of the main high- 
way as a necessary part of its original de- 
velopment,

The through road must be a parkway. 
This would increase the original cost or 
such roads, but the increased value of the 
neighborhood tends to offset the original 
cost of the road itself. By dedicating wide 
through avenues to through traffic, by like- 
wise dedicating narrow local motor lanes 
to local traffic only, the two different pur- 
poses are automatically separated. Result: 
quiet homes and fast motor travel, not by 
ignoring the advantages of motor transpor- 
tation, but by boldly facing them and pro- 
viding for them. i 

The insulation of highways from residen- 
tial neighborhoods and the connection of 
these two elements by side lanes are a nec- 
essary complement in urban planning to our 
modern system of transportation. It is only 
by such a bold and radical departure in the 
planning of new cities or the extension/of 
old ones that congestion brought by motor 
transport can be permanently relieved, 

The townless highway would recognize 
the motor revolution and attempt to meet at 
every point the new situation it has raised.

It would always be a through highway 
and not a local road. It must follow its 
own lines of topography. It must be based 
upon motor age principles, not stagecoach 
methods or even railroad methods, much 
though we can learn by imitation or avoid- 
ance from both of these. It must disregard 
all previous turnpikes and local roads, un- 
less these by chance should be suited to its 
special purpose, It will avoid towns big and 
little, not by dodging around them via by- 
passes, but by following the less developed 
territory. It would have its stations adja- 
cent to the several towns within this terri- 
tory, the two in each case being connected 
~by side lanes. Between stations the road 
would constitute a freeway. 

This is not Utopia any more than the ef- 
ficiency of a limited train on a fine rail- 
road is Utopia; it is merely intelligence, ef- 
féctively applied. A civilization that can 
achieve the Twentieth Cenqury or the Broad- 
way Limited will not be content forever to 
wallow in the confusion and chaos of an-

One of the most important of the

“The rights given by the Federal 
laws to the administrative agency,” 
he says, “are tremendous in scope. 
The very investigations to see 
whether suspected persons are sub- 
ject to deportation, by their nature, 
involve possible interference of the 
gravest kind with the rights of 
personal liberty. Unlawful search- 
es and seizures may be perpe- 
trated; rights of lawful assembly 
and free speech may be infringed. 
These investigations are not public, 
and they often involve American 
citizens. It is as important to 
American institutions that funda- 
mental principles of justice and 
fairness be observed in the admin 
istration of the laws as it is that 
aliens unlawfully here should be 
deported. 

“America can no longer be the 
promised land for so many of the 
people of Europe, but if we values 
the good will of other nations, the 
aliens we deport must have no just 
ground for complaint that hospital- 
ity has been transmuted into in- 
justice.” : 


First Step in the Process. 


He tells how the sysfem works. 
Except in certain Chinese cases, 
the Secretary of Labor has the sole 
authority to apprehend aliens and 
deport them. There is no statutory 
provision for general judicial re- 
view, though there is a limited 
scope for judicial review through 
habeas corpus proceedings. 

The first step in the deportation 
process is a preliminary examina- 
tion of the suspect by an immigrant 
inspector in one of the 35 dis- 
tricts into which the country is 
divided. There are 1028 inspectors, 
with salaries ranging from $2100 to 
$3000. The inspectors are selected 
by the Civil Service Commission, 
but “no oral-interview is given, nor 
is any character investigation made. 
There are no educational require- 
ments.”” Upon appointment, an in- 
spector is sent into the field with- 
out any preliminary training. He 
is then subject to a year’s proba- 
tion. 

“Each branch of the service,” 
says Oppenheimer, ‘‘manifests con- 
siderable esprit de corps and zeal, 
particularly in the investigation and 
prosecution of suspects. Although 
there are noteworthy exceptions, 
the general attitude of the field 
personnel is that of detective and 
prosecutor; the primary interest is 
to deport as many aliens as pos- 
sible.” 

The report says that a large 
number of suspects are brought to 
‘the attention of the immigratiou 
authorities through anonymous 
letters, often written to satisfy a 
private grudge. The regulations of 
1907 carried a specific warning to 
‘inspectors against giving too much 


No Other Government Officials Have 
Similar Unfettered Rights of Private Inquiry 


“Tt is doubtful if anywhere in the 
entire system of Anglo-Saxon jur- 
isprudence are Government offi- 
cials given similar unfettered rights 
of private inquiry, or is the exer- 
cise of governmental power more 
often characterized by violations of 
fairness and necency.”

Some inspect- 
ors, the report discloses, have un- 
dercover men or stool pigeons at 
strategic points, such as factories 
employing large numbers of alieng 
Suspects are also taken by means of 
“check-ups” of boarding houses 
and other places where aliens con- 
gregate. “These check-ups are 
made without search warrants or 
warrants of any kind. Often all 
the persons present are detained 
until everyone has been question- 
ed.”’ 


“Checkups” Become Raids, 


Recently, the report proceeds, 
these checkups have developed into 
raids on gatherings of various 
kinds. 

“In some cases there are a large 
number of people present. Many 
are American citizens or aliens 
whose time has not expired. All 
present are questioned, and the 
suspects, generally comparatively a 
small portion, are taken to the io- 
cal immigration office for preliin- 
inary examination. Sometimes 600 
or 1000 people or more are held 
and questioned. 

When an alien is suspected of 
being subject to deportation, he is 
given a preliminary examination, 
under oath. This is in private and 
the alien is not permitted to have 
counsel or other representation. 
Often. the same inspector acts both 
as examiner and stenographer. 

“It is a matter of pride among 
many inspectors to make the case 
for the Government ‘air-tight’ be- 
fore the application for warrant of 
arrest is made,”’ continues the re- 
port, “and as a rule they take ev- 
ery possible measure to consum- 
mate their ambition. The import- 
ance of the system of preliminary 
examinations in the deportation 
procedure cannot be overestimated. 
The entire structure is based in a 
great majority of instances upon 
the alien's own admissions,” 


Rights Often Not Explained. 


Oppenheimer found that in 60 
per cent of the cases he studied for 
the year ended June 30, 1929, the 
inspector failed to tell the alien at 
the beginning of the preliminary 
examination that he was not then 
required by any law to make a 
statement. In the cases where he 
was informed of his rights, the no- 
tification was likely to be in a le- 
galistic form beyond his compre- 
hension. 

“It seems clear,” says the re- 
port, “that in a great majority of 
instances the alien believes that he 
is under compulsion to answer the 
questions put to him and that the 
immigration officials not only do 
not negative, but encourage such 
belief. 


of the immigration districts there 
were 600 Russians against whom 
deportation warrants had been is- 
sued but who could not be deport- 
ed.

“At best,” writes Oppenheimer in 
discussing the humane side of the 
problem, “statistics are a cold and 
formal approach to matters involv- 
ing as important human rights as 
do the proceedings in deportation. 
There becomes apparent in the 
study of the particular cases an 
almost inconceivable amount of 
suffering and hardship, of separa- 
tions or husbands from their wives 
and of fathers from their children, 
of exile from a country where the 
deportee has been a desirable citi- 
zen and has formed all his attach- 
ments. These results occur for the 
most part not where the deportee 
has committed a crime but where 
he has been guilty of a technical 
violation of the immigration laws.” 


Might Make Good Citizens, 


There is sometimes evidence, he 
says, that the deportee despite an 
illegal entry or an unpermitted ex- 
tension of the time allowed him in 
this country, would have become a 
desirable resident. He cites under 
this head the case of a man who 
had become a soldier in the army 
and had taken out first citfzenship 
papers.

Can't Be Sent to Russia. 


One of the ironies in the situa- 
tion is the fact that the great ma- 
jority of Russians subject to de- 
portation, no matter how serious 
the charges against them, cannot 
be sent away. Foreign countries 
are under no obligation to us to 
take back their nationals. They do 
so only out of deference to the 
general principles of comity among 
nations. Since the United States 
does not rescognize the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, these principles do not 
apply between the two countries. 
Aliens who are deportable only to 
Russia are therefore immune ex- 
cept in the rare cases where Rus- 
sia consents to receive them.

In another case, the alien had 
deserted his boat in this country 
in 1924 when he was 15 years old 
and had worked continuously on a 
dairy farm ever since.

Oppenheimer found that in one

cases studied for 1929, the report 
states, the husband was fo to 
leave an American wife, or an 
alien woman was sent away from 
an American husband. In many 
of the cases American children 
were involved. . 

“The recent raids,” the report 
continues, “have had for their chief 
purpose the apprehension of sea- 
men who have outstayed their time 
here, rather than radicals, and 
have apparently not been charac- 
terized by the brutal! methods used 
in 1929, but the unlawful interfer- 
ence with the rights of personal 
liberty have been the same. More- 
over, it is a short step from these 
raids to the breaking up of any 
meeting which a Government offi- 
clal may not approve. . 

“Considerations of practical ex- 
pediency cannot be urged to defeat 
constitutional rights. Fundamental 
provisions for the protection of in- 
dividual liberty mean nothing if 
they can be waived at the discre- 
tion of a governmental depart- 
ment. 

“It is no defense for the use of 
despotic methods, at least in our 
country, to say that they accom- 
plish results. The enforcement of 
our deportation laws, important as 
they are, must be subordinated to 
the protection of constitutional 
rights. One of the purposes of the 
deportation laws is to protect 
Americans and American  institu- 
tions; that protection is endangered 


when the laws are illegally en- 
forced.” 
The report stresses repeatedly 


the despotfc character of the power 
exercised by the Department of La- 
bor. “There is general danger,” 
says the writer, “in the increasing 
power given to administrative tri- 
bunals, as the Chief Justices of En- 
gland and America have pointed 
out. But it is believed that no- 
where else in legal processes of so 
ingportant a nature is there the de- 
plorable combination of all the ele- 
ments of illegal procedure, absence 
of safeguards and despotic power 
which is to be found in the pro- 
ceedings of deportation.” 
Oppenheimer declares that many 
cases of deportation would have 
resulted differently if the alien had 
been able to employ competent 
counsel. He blames the present 
state of affairs in part on the in- 
difference of the public. “Rights of 
property,” he says, “are zealously 
maintained, but we have manifest- 
ed an increasing apathy to the In- 
vasion of rights of personal liberty 
when we ourselves are not directiy 
and tangibly affected.” 
He urges that additional qualifi- 
cations be required of immigrant 
inspectors and that the Department 
of Labor “‘take stcps to see that the 
inspectors, while vigorously carry- 
ing out their duties, keep within 
the limits of constitutional rights 
and fundamental decency.” Raids, 
he declares, should be prohibited; 
there is danger in them not only 
to aliens but to American citizens 
and institutions. 
Not Responsible for Crime. 

The mafority of the Wickersham 
Commission, in supporting the rec- 
ommendations of the investigator, 
attack the common theory that the 
foreign-born persons in the United 
States and the children of foreign- 
born parents are responsible for a 
disproportionate part of the crime 
committed in this country. This 
notion, says the commission, has no 
statistical foundation. 
It upholds the necessity of de- 
portation laws, but asserts, with 
Oppenheimer, that these laws 
should be administered with scrup- 
ulous regard for the rights of the 
individual. 
“The law,” says the commission, 
“makes no distinction between 
naturalized and unnaturalized per- 
sons in its guaranty of the great 
fundamental! rights which are here 
under consideration. The bills of 
rights of the United States and the 
states extend their guaranties to 
‘persons,’ thus making them rights 
of men and not privileges of citi- 
zenship.” 
The commission strongly com- 
mends the suggestion that a judi- 
cial body independent of the De- 
partment of Labor be created for 
the purpose of hearing deportation 
cases. All the evidence should b>» 
heard, says the commission, in 
open court and in the presence of 
the alien, and a public record 
should be made of each case. 
The present system, says the 
commission, makes of each immi- 
gration agent a detective, a prose- 
cutor and a Judge in deportation 
cases, and these are “three func- 
tions which we have found it safe, 
in no other phase of life, to intrust 
to any one individual.”
